His testimony 
was needed to complete the i»c^e*trlal proceeding's, ^AMSS M. 
KIMLCXJH was last reported residing in Hew York City and his 
occupation was that of a mailman. In Hovember, 1954, the 
united States Attorney at Los Angeles had some correspondence 
with him but since that time he made efforts to have a 
deposition taken from him but was advised that he had died.

The Veterans Administration advised that since the contingent 
beneficiary predeceased the principal beneficiary# the remaining 
fortyone installtBents are due and payable to the person or 
persons within the class specified. The Veterans Administration 
advised that CHAHZiOTTA BA3S claimed that she was entitled 
to the remaining fortyone installments# but her claim was 
contested by ^AMSS H. KINXiOCH# a half brother of the veteran 
mho resided at 246 West 138 th Street# Hew York City. CHARLOTTA 
BASS Is the Bister of the deceased veteran's mother. The 
Veterans Administration advised that there was no evidence 
that the iBOther of the veteran ever released parental control 
of the insured to CHARLOTTA BASS. He was living with the 
latter before he entered the united States Army to take advantage 
of better educational facilities In California. 

On May 7# 1934# a con^lalnt was filed by CHARLOTTA 
A. BASS# Civil Action Ho. I 6764 # In the United States District 
Court of the Southern District of California under the 
Rational Service Life Act of 1940 and World War Veterans Act 
of 1924 . In her complaint she stated that the veteran was 
inducted into the armed forces on July 19 * 1943* (Veterans 
Administration Statement of Facts shows £0D date as Deces&er 

1 # 1943.) 

The complaint further set forth an ^der Issued by 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles County on July 15# 1941 
appointing her as a guardian of the veteran. She claims 
that with the death of the real parents of the insured she 
stands ”ln loco parentis" under the Rational Service Life 
Act of 1940 . 
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This case is being closed since the United States 
Attorney does not contetaplate reqtMSting any further investigation 
at this time and further because there will be no statistics 
to report In the fona of recoveries since the govenmient is 
coaBBitted to pay fortyone installments under the National Service 
Life Policy, The civil action filed is to determine to whom 
the installments should be paid.
